In all the utterances by 
President Coolidge, defending American 
naval interests against the machinations 
of European intrigue,:can be heard the 
echo of the voice of Theodore Rooseveit. 
If Roosevelt were living today the coun- 
try would resound with his arraignment 
of the Anglo-French politicians who 
sought to bring about the enfeeblement 
of the United States Navy in the name of 
peace and reduction of armaments.

The principle of freedom of the 
seas is a ridiculous proposition. 

Since the seventeenth century, when 
the British wrested command of the 
seas from the Dutch, there have 
been endeavors by continental na- 
tions and later by the United States 
to wrest this power from us. Not 
being able to do that, there has come 
this suggestion of the freedom of the 
seas, meaning that all seaborne 
traffic, belligerent or neutral, should 
be permitted to carry on in war as 
in time of peace. 

This may appeal to a British audience, 
but how does it strike Americans? They 
know that the United States has never 
attempted to wrest command of the seas 
from Britain. In 1922 Great Britain 
agreed that the strength of the British 
and American navies should be equal in 
capital ships, and accepted “in principle” 
the idea that parity should extend to all 
classes of vessels. But immediately 
after the treaty was made Great Britain 
built large cruisers, greatly increasing 
her relative naval strength. This con- 
dition caused President Coolidge to call 
the naval conference at Geneva. His 
suggestion that the three great naval 
powers agree to a limitation of cruisers 
There- 
upon he recommended to Congress the 


building of a number of cruisers, but | 


Congress has not vet ordered these ships. 
Hence the United States is weaker than 
Great Britain on the seas. The Anglo- 
French accord, recently exposed, was an 
attempt to bring about an agreement 
that would have made American in- 
feriority permanent. 

In these circumstances, with British 
naval advisers disputing America’s an- 
cient stand for freedom of neutral com- 
merce, does any one suppose that a for- 


eign war involving the greatest naval | 


power would leave American commerce 
unmolested? In the British concept, 
“command of the seas” means the right 
to capture neutral commerce. This will 
be contested, now and forever, by the 
United States. This Nation is normally 
and always a neutral, if possible, when 
foreign nations become embroiled. It 
wishes to remain on pesceful terms with 
all of them, and its citizens deny that 
any foreign belligerent has the right, 
merely because he is at war, to capture 
r interfere with their innocent sea com- 


q merce. They reserve the right to carry 


their business whether foreign na- 


fi 


tions are at war or not. They are sup- 
ported by their government to the ex- 
tent of its naval streneth.

FIRE APPARATUS IN THE STREETS. 


The coronor’s jury investigating the death 
of Miss Cecelia King, killed by a fire chief’s 
automobile, has brought in a verdict of acei- 
dental death, and has recommended that regu- 
lations be drawn up to limit the speed of fire 
apparatus, police automobiles, ambulances and 
all other emergency vehicles. The facts 
brought out during the inquest indicate that 
this is one of the comparatively rare cases 
that can be catalogued as unavoidable acci- 
dents. The right of the driver of the Fire 
Department automobile to proceed to the left 
of the halted street car can not be questioned. 
It was established by the testimony of several 
passengers in the car that the automobile’s 
siren was not audible; hence no fault can be 
found with the motorman for having dis- 
charged passengers in the face of grave danger. 
The tragedy has shocked and. grieved Wash- 
ington profoundly and there exists a wide- 
spread demand that steps be taken to guard 
against the possibility of similar accidents.

With a love score, an original bid of 
two Diamonds is a convention which 
announces a strong Major two-suiter 
and asks partner to indicate a prefer- 
ence; but with a score of 60 or 70 
(not with a score of 50 or less, or of 
90), two of a Minor is exactly a game- 
going bid and the two-suit convention 
is not used.
